Revolver Used bv 
Evans Defective, 
Inspection Shows 


The revolver with which W ar­ 
ren Evans shot Glenn Zimmer­ 
man in an attem pted holdup 
last 
night at 
Evans' Siloam 
filling station, three miles west 
of Salem on the Damascus rd , 
was defective, Deputy Sheriff 
M. K. Duty revealed today. 
The 32 caliber gun, Duty said, 
would not have fired another 
shot unless the revolving cham­ 
ber were turned over by hand. 
Otherwise, the hamm er would 
have clicked on the one empty 
shell. 
Another peculiar quirk in the 
shooting was the way in which 
Zimmerman met death.
